Shri Tej Singh, S/o Param Dev Ji, Resident of 
Mandi, Himachal Pradesh ( Petitioner ) 

versus 

Dr. Y. S. Parmar, Resident of Nahan, District 
Sirmor, Himachal Pradesh ( Respondent ) 

Eleotion Petition against the election of Dr. Y. 8. 
Parmar held at Simla on the 10th January 1950 on 
the following grounds out of many others: — 

1., That the petitioner is a resident of Mandi, 
Himachal Pradesh and was nominated by the Chief 
Commissioner, Himachal Pradesh as a member of 
the Electoral College per notification of the Chief 
Commissioner, Himachal Pradesh dated the 29th 
Dec. 1949. 

2. That the Chief Commissioner of Himachal 
Pradesh proceeded to elect a representative of 
Himachal Pradesh to the Constituent Assembly after 
the former election of the respondent Dr. Y, S. 
parmar had been declared void by the Hon’ble the 
President of the Constituent Assembly as published 
in the notification of the Himachal Pradesh dated 
1st September 1949, 

8. That the Chief Commissioner issued a notifica- 
tion No. C. 15-80/48-11, dated Simla-4 the 27th 
October 1949 for a fresh eleotion fixing therein that 
nominations to the Electoral College will be filled by 


the 24th November 1940 and that the members of the 
Elootoral College will meet on the 10th Docomber at 
Simla and proceed to elect a representative. 

4. That objections were taken by responsible citi- 
zens of Himachal Pradesh (o the suggested procedure 
of making the nominations to the Electoral College 
and on such objections being considered valid, the 
Chief Commissioner issued another amended notifi- 
cation No. C 15-80/48-11, dated Simla-4, the 8th 
December 1949. 

5, That by virtue of the said notification dated the 
8th December 1049 the Chief Commissioner kept^a 
himself the right of nominating members for 
Electoral College out of ibo existing political parties 
only in the four districts of nirrmchal Pradesh leaving 
BilaBpur aside and fixed the 10th January 1950 as the 
day of meeting of the members of the Electoral 
College at Himachal Dham, Simla 

0. That by a subsequent notification dated the 29th 
Dec. 1949 the Chief Commissioner announced the 
list of the persons selected as members of the Electo- 
ral College which list contained no members fiom 
Bilaspur. 

7. That neither in the notification of the 8th 
December or in the notification of the 29th December 
the Chief Commissioner fixed any dates for the 
nomination of candidates or for the scrutiny of nomi- 
nations or for enabling the proposed candidates to 
oither withdraw or give their oonsent to fight the 
election; nor did the Chief Commissioner make any 
appointment of any person to aot ag a returning 
officer. 

8. That in accordance with Rule 8 (a.) and (b) of 
the modified rules dated 7th December 1949, it was 
incumbent on the Chief Commissioner to nominate 
a returning officer and to fix up dates and 
reasonable period of time for scrutiny and withdrawal. 
Tho entiro procedure of election was therefore 
irregular and the consequent election therefore is 
void. 

9. That on the 10th of January 1950 when tho 
members of the Elootoral College met at Simla, three 
nominations including that of the respondent were 
made before the returning officer and the returning 
officer was asked to give a date for the sciutiny of tho 
nominations and to afford opportunity to tho rival 
candidates to lav objections if any against each others 
candidature and also sufficient and reasonable tiifll 
for withdrawal after scrutiny. One of the members 
namely Shri Bhagmal Sautha gave it in writing to 
the returning officer that the grave and serious 
irregularity of not giving reasonable time should not 
be committed. The returning officer paid no heed to 
this request and proceeded forthwith to take the poll, 
At least six members of the Electoral College there- 
upon withdrew themselves in protest and did not 
participate in the election as they did not want to 
make themselves a party to the serious irregularity 
that was being committed by the returning officer. 
That this has materially affected the election and 
■was virtually an improper exclusion of these mem- 
bers of the elootoral College who had a legal right to 
cast in their vote in the election The election of the 
respondent is therefore void. 

10 Tbafc the election of Y S. Parmar under noti- 
fication dated 8th December 1949 is absolutely illegal, 
irregular and ultra vires as Bilaspur was bIro included 
in the Himachal Pradesh by a notification of Govern- 
ment of India dated 0th December 1949, published in 
the official Gazette of 8th December 1949, and 
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Bilaspur now tornia an impoUunt unit of Himachal 
Piadebh, but was kept out Irom qiarticipating in the 
election of the 10th January 1950 and the citizens of 
Bilaspur were deprived of their very valuable right 
of exercising their right of franchise to set up a 
representative of their own choice to fight out the 
election, Under these circumstances the respondent 
cannot be termed or treated as a duly elected, repre- 
sentative from Himachal Pradesh which now com- 
poses of Bilaspur us its integral unit. It is sub- 
mitted that the respondent cannot be permitted to 
sit and sign any paper on behalf of Himachal in the 
Irklian Parliament as a duly olected representative 
from Himachal. 

11. That the respondent himsolf has been guilty 
of corrupt practices as detailed below: — 

(a) That the respondent in his capacity as the 
President of tho Provincial Congress Committee issued 
a letter to the member's of the Congress party asking 
them in tho name of the Congress to vote for him. 

R hat this amounted to exercising an unduo infiuenco 
r such members of tho Electrical College as happened 
td be the members of tho Congress party, and thus 
their free will was clouded by this directive issued 
by the Prosidont of the Congress Committee. 


Parliament after 26th January 1950 as he can in no 
way be designated as the duly accredited representa- 
tive of Himachal Pradesh inclusive of Bilaspur.

in the name of the P.C.O. to support tho candidature 
of the respondent. That no regular notice of this 
alleged meeting of tho 10th January i960 was given 
and circulated. That even the applicant who is also 
a member of the P.C.C. was not informed of this 
alleged meeting and no member from Bilaspur could 
participate in this alleged mooting. That it was 
actually a fraud practised by the respondent in the 
name of the Congress to create an impression in the 
Congressly inclined members of the electoral College 
that the candidature of the respondent had the 
approval and tho assent of the Congress and conse- 
quently they had been unduly influenced, 

(o) That while the resolution of the P.C.C. of the 
tfnOntb of December 1949 was in force and was to 
Ihe efiect that the P.C.C. was not participating in the 
coming elections and while a representative was still 
to be nominated by the Electoral College on the 10th 
January I960, the respondent gave out to tho autho- 
rities concerned that he was an approved and propos- 
ed candidate for election and thereby drew an enor- 
mous quantity of petrol ration., It was duo to the 
misrepresentation of facts on the part of the respon- 
dent that the authorities were led to grant a petrol 
ration to the respondent.

RULES TO REGULATE THE METHODS OF 

RECRUITMENT TO THE SURVEY OE INDIA, 

CLASS II. 

Part 1 

1. These rules may be culled the Survey of India, 
Class II (Recruitment) RuleR, 

2. For the purposes of those rulos — 

(a) “Government” means the Government ot 

India. j 

(b) “the Commission” means the Union Public 
Service Commission (India). 

(c) “the Service” moans the Survey of India, 
Cluss II. 

(d) “Scheduled Castes” mean any castes, com- 
munities, raceB, sects, etc., notified as such by the 
President of India. 

(e) “Scheduled Tribes” mean castes, communities, 
races, sects, etc., notified as such by the President 
of India. 

(f) "Political Sufferer” means a person who took 
part in the national movements under the British 
Rcgirno and who fulfils the conditions detailed in 
Appendix VII to these Rules. 

3. Appointments to the Service are subject to the 
orders on communal representation in the Services, 
issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs from fimo to 
time. 

Paht II. — Methods of Recruitment 

4. Recruitment in India to the permanent estab- 
lishment of the Servico shall be made either on tho 
result of competitive examinations hold in accordance 
with Part III of these Rules, or by promotion made 
in accordance with Part IV of these Rules. 

5. Subject to the provisions of rule 8, Government 
shall determine the method or methods to be 
employed for the purpose of filling any particular 
vacancies, or such vacancies as may require to be 
filled during any particular period, and the number 
of candidates to be recruited by euch method. 

0. An examination for admission to tho Service 
shall be held in India at such times and at such 
places as may bo prescribed by Government by 
Notice issued through the Commission. Every such 
notice shall, when possible, announce tho number of 
vacancies to be filled on the result of the examination, 
Part III. — Recruitment by competitive examination 

7. The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to any examination may, at the discretion 
of the Commission, be limited to such number, not 
being less than 200, ns the Commission may decide. 


If u limit is imposed and the number of candidates 
exceeds that limit, the Commission shall soleot from 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination, and in doing so shall have regard to the 
suitability of the applicants and to the adequate 
representation of the scheduled castes and States of 
India. 

8. (a) A candidate must apply to be admitted to 
the examination before such date, in such manner, 
and in such form as the Commission may prescribe. 

’ : '(b) If a candidate is in the permanent or temporary 
service of the Government of India or a State Gov- 
ernment he/she shall apply to the Commission for 
admission to the examination through the Hoad of 
his/her Department or office, who shall forward his / 
her application to the Commission with hits 
recommendation, unless he refuses his consent to 
the application. 

(e) H a candidate is not in Government service he/ 
she shall apply to the Commission direct. 

(d) No candidate may make more than one applica- 
tion in respoct of any one occasion on which an 
examination is held. 

9. A candidate must be either: — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a person who has migrated from Pakistan with 
the intention of permanently settling in India, or 

(c) a subjeot of Nepal or of Sikkim or of a 
Portuguese or French Possession in India, 

and, if he/she comes under category (b) or (c), 
must he a person in whose favour a csrtifioato of 
eligibility has been given by the Government of 
India. A candidate, in whose cuse such a certificate 
is necessary, may however, be admitted to the 
examination on his/her furnishing proof that he/she 
has applied for the certificate; and he/ she may also 
be provisionally appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being eventually given to him/her by the 
Government. 

Noun. — Persons who migiated to India from Pakistan 
before 19th July 1948 and have been ordinarily resident in 
India since then are eligible for appointment to services and 
posts under the Government of India without certificates of 
eligibility qua citizens of India. Persons who so migrated 
on or after tho 19th July 1948 are non-citizens and must 
secure certificates of eligibility for appointment to Union 
Services, unless they had migrated before 30th September 
1948 and had got themselves registered ns citizens within the 
time allowed or hud entered the Union Services without 
certificates of eligibility under the old instructions in which 
case ccitifleatos of eligibility will not he necessary. 

10. (a) A candidate for an examination must have 
attained the age of 19 and must not have attained 
the age of 24 on the 1st day of August of the year 
in which the examination is held. 

(b) A candidate who is already employed in the 
Survey ot India Department and who is over the age 
of 24 and under the age of 28 oil the 1st day of 
August of the year in which tho examination is held, 
may, however, be admitted to the examination if 
he/she is recommended by his/her Department. 

Noth 1, — The maximum age limit in (a) and (b) above will 
be relaxable by 3 years in favour of : — 

(a) Scheduled Caste candidates. 

(b) Scheduled Tribe candidates, 

(c) Bona fide displaced persons from Pakistan. Dis-

Particulars of the naturo 
of the medical test to which candidates will he subjected 
before appointment and of the standards required can he 
had from the Comnission 

17. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in 
Appendix IV. No claim for a refund of any of these 
foes will ordinarily be entertained except to the 
extent stated in the Appendix nor can they be held 
in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

18. Examinations under these Rules shall ho con- 
ducted by the Commission in the manner prescribed 


in the regulations which form Appendix V to those 
Rules. 

19. After evory examination the Commission shall 
mnke a list of tho candidates in the order of their 
merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally 
awarded to each candidate. 

20. Candidates who qualify at the examination 
conducted by the Commission shall he appointed as 
probationers and the number so appointed shall not 
exceed the number of vacancies to be filled on tho 
results of the competitive examination each year. 

21. Probationers shall be selected in the order of 
their merit, subjeot to the orders on eonununul 
representation and to such other considerations as 
Government may prescribe. 

22. (a) Tho probationary period shall include a, 
course of instruction in Survey work which will 
normally last for 2 years ; 

(b) During that period the probationers’ work will 
be assessed departmentrJly from time to time, and 
if, in tho opinion of Government, the work or con- 
duct of an officer on probation is found unsatisfactory 
or shows that ho/she is unlikely to beuomo efficient, 
Government may discharge him/her after apprising 
him/her of the grounds on which it is proposed to do 
so and giving him/her an opportunity to show cause 
in writing before such orders are passed. 

Noth. — A probationer ehall have no right of appeal against 
the orders of his/her discharge if he/she has been given an 
opportunity to show cause against the discharge and his/her 
reply duly considered as required in the Rule above. 

(c) Government may delegate to any officer all or 
any of tho functions of Government under these 
rules. 

23. After successfully completing the course of 
instead ion referred to in Rule 22, probationers shall 
sit for the final examination in “Suivoy” conducted 
by the Commission and covering the subjects taught. 
Failure in this examination will result in discharge 
or in the offer of a post in the Class III Service. 

24. If no action is taken by Government under 
rule 22 (b) and rule 28 above the period of probation 
shall continue as on engagement from month to 
month terminable on either side on the expiration of 
one calendar month’s notice in writing. 

25. All probationers will be permitted to sit at 
the final examination and failure to take the 'examina- 
tion will automatically disqualify a probationer for 
continuance in the Class If service. If, however, 
any probationer is prevented by sickness or any other 
adequate cause from attending, or from completing 
in's course ot study for the Final Examination, the 
Commission may, with the concurrence of the Central 
Government, allow him to uppear at tho Einnl 
Examination to be held in the following year, or may 
arrange for him/her to be specially examined in any 
or all of tho subjects prescribed for the Ihial 
Examination after such interval as may seem to them 
suitable having rogard to the circumstances of the 
case. Such an officer, if allowed to take a subse- 
quent examination, would be relegated to the bottom 
of the list of candidates who arc ranked for purposes 
of seniority in terms of the seniority Rules in force. 

26. Every candidate selected for appointment will 
he required to execute a security bond in tho pres- 
cribed form (Schedule IT) to the effect that he/she 
will servive in any country and whon required to do 
so with a mobilized survey unit wherever he/she is 
ordered and that he/she will not resign or leave the 
service during the period of probation nor for five 
years from the date of being permanently appointed 
and thereafter never during the field season. The 
candidates will remain liable for certain penalties in 
default of ihese conditions, tho amount prescribed 
for which may vary from Rs. 1,400 to 4,500 and 
he/sho will also provide a surety for tho liabilities 
during the period of probation and the following five 
yearb after permanent appointment. 
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Part IV — Recruitment by promotion 

27. Recruitment by promotion will be made by 
selection from specially deserving officers from tho 
Topographical stafl Grade-I. Ordinarily no such pro- 
motion will be given to any officer after he has attain- 
ed the age of 40 years, but such promotion will not 
be excluded in exceptional cases.

Sufferers "Vide Note 2 at the end of Rule 10. 

1, Grounds on which relaxation of age-limit will be 
granted .- — To be eligible for the concession of relaxa- 
tion of tho upper age-limit for admission to tins 
examination, a candidate must have taken part in 
the national movements and must — (a.) either (i) have 
actually been debarred from or refused admission to 
a competitive examination for recruitment to any of 
the services for which the combined examination is 
being held in 1950 on account of his/her political 
activities, 

or (ii) have been imprisoned or detuined on account 
of his/her political activities thus proventing his/her 
candidature for such an examination, and 

(b) at the time when he/she was so preventing 
from taking such an examination have been within 
tho normal age-limits prescribed therefor. 

Note. — I t ib not necessary for tho purpose of this concession 
that a candidate should have actually been imprisoned or 
under detention at the time tho examination at which he/sho 
would otherwise have been a candidate, was held. 

2, The age relaxation to be allowed . — A candidate 
who fulfils the conditions of eligibility for tho con- 
cession mentioned in the preceding paragraph will bo 
allowed to appear at the examination if he/she 
would ha vo competed at it in the normal course, but 
for his/her participation in tho national movements, 
if he/she is not over 85 years of age on tho dato of 
commencement of the examination. He/she will not 
be eligible to claim this concession for admission to 
any examination which may bo held after the 81st 
Dooember 1950. 

8. Proof of participation in National Movements . — 
A candidate who claims the concession for relaxation 
of the ago-limit should submit along with his/her 
application a certificate from a Member of a Central 
or a State Legislature, or an affidavit filed before a 
First Class Stipendiary Magistrate by a respectable 
person testifying "the facts about the .candidate’s 
participation in the national movements and his/her 
being debarred in consequence from admission to such 
an examination. 

4. Applications . — A candidate who claims the 
bonefit of this concession should submit his/her

These charges 
do not apply where the width of the cloth after

(d) Blotch Printed Design . — A Blotch printed 
design is a design of two colours or more that has a 
coverage of oyer 75 per cent, of ihe total cloth sur- 
face with a solid print effect, achieved by line engrav- 
ing, und having a high colour paste consumption. 


Note. — A design will not be considered as a Blotch printed 
design whore the area covorago is aohioved by atrip, 
pled engraving. 

Processors shall be permitted to claim an additional 
allowance of six pics per yard for ‘Blotch Printed’ 
designs of cloth over and above iho roller printing 
charges specified in this paragraph provided the Pro- 
cessors have obtained previously a certificate from 
the Textile Commissioner to the effect that the 
design is a 'blotch Printed Design'. Processors 
should send samples for such certificate. Any al- 
lowance charged in the absence of such certificate 
shall be unlawful. 

(e) Printing charges for cloth wider than 20" 
finished width shall be in proportion to the printing 
charges stipulated in (b), (c) and (d) above. 

(f) Printing ot cloth on dyed surface is prohibited 
and no charges are permitted for such printing. Dis- 
charge printing on dyed cloth will, however, be per- 
mitted and the charges for this type of printing shall 
be worked out as under: — 

To the Dyeing charges of cloth udd printing char- 
ges and deduct from the total charge thus arrived at 
the rate of six pies per yard. 

(g) The charges for roller printing of Border only , 
where body of cloth is not printed, on cloth of any 
width shall be not more than half the rates specified 
in item (o) above for similar work. 

Note. — N o depurate charge® for border printing will be permitted 
if the finished width of cloth is leas than 30* inclusive 
of tho width of the border.
